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No. 11, with intent to loot. At the time of the incident, 
Shri Vijaypal Singh, who was employed at the petrol 
pump, was attending to a visitor, one Shrl Khetaram, inside 
the cabin at the petrol pump. The robbers demanded that 
Shri Vijaypal Singh should hand over the entire cash 
to them. They threatened to kill him if he failed to do so. 
Shri Vijaypal Singh was unarmed. However, he displayed 
exceptional courage and pounced upon two of the four 
robbers. The third robber attacked Shri Khetaram. Sbri 
Vijaypal Singh intercepted him and saved Shri Khetaram, 
Shri Vijaypal Singh gave a stiff fight to the robbers. In the 
ensuing scuffle, the robbers inflicted two serious knife 
injuries on him. He fell on the ground but did not 
loosen his grip on the two robbers and they also fell 
with him. However, due to serious knife injuries Shri 
Vijaypal Singh died on the spot. In the meantime, Shri 
Khetaram, with the assistance of few other persons who 
had reached the spot by that time, caught one robber. 'The 
other three robbers fled but w£re arrested by the police 
subsequently, 
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him. One of the dacoits aimed a gun at Shri Barman to 
shoot him. On seeing this, Master Kaust&v Roy Bar pi an, 
son of Shri Sudarshan Roy Barman (Aged about 12 years), 
who was present in the same room and was silently observ¬ 
ing the incident, jumped in front of the gun to save the 
life of his father from certain death. At that moment the 
dacoit fired two shots, one of which pierced in the left 
side of Kaustav Roy’s chest. The other shot went wide off 
the mark. Meanwhile neighbours, on hearing the shouts 
of Kaustav’s mother Smt. Sikha Barman and gun shorts, 
rushed to their help. The dacoits fled the place empty 
handed. Master Kaustav was taken to the nearest Municipal 
Hospital and then to the Medical College and Hospital 
in the city of Calcutta for medical treatment, whet* he 
recovered after a few days hospitalisation.

On seeing this, Shri Mumtaz 
Ahmed Khan, a teacher in the Jamia Middle School and an 
ace swimmer and diver, who has a number of brave acts 
to his credit, jumped into the river, swam up to the drown¬ 
ing PAC personnel and rescued him.

Due to 
heavy wind there were heavy breaks in the Lagoon and as 
a result while reluming after embarkation of passengers 
on the ship, one country craft capsized at the entrance of 
the Lagoon. Rescue operations were carried out and 
injured persons rushed to hospital. Shri Abdul Kader 
Pallippuram, a poor person from the Island who also 
engaged himself in the rescue operation, saved the life 
of a 5 year old girl Km. Ruksana K. C. from drowning to 
death.. Dead body of a passenger of the ship namely Sbri 
Atakoya who was found missing was flushed out later on. 
Shri Abdul Kader had also saved the life of a deaf and 
dumb boy, Master Mohammed Hussain Lavanakkal during
